N either the Newark police nor 
others hereabouts who have become 
interested in the matter through 
the Sandai/ Call during the last 
three or four weeks have been able 
to gain any trace of Charles H.

He has been ibsent from his 
home, in Cincinnati, for nearly 
fourteen years, and in all that time 
his wife lias had no direct word 
from him. Recently a deaf mute 
man named Wall, of Philadelphia, 
met Mrs. 'Thomas while he was in 
Cincinnati and told hei he w. 
tain that Thomas was killed by a 
railroad train in or near Newark 
about two years ago, and that his 
body had been buiied by contribu- 
tions from deaf-mutes and from 
cigai -makers, Thomas being one of 
the latter craft.
